WASHINGTON President Obama tried to give America the audacity to 
hope again. 

He promised a nation shuddering in economic crisis Tuesday night 
that he would lead it from a dire “day of reckoning” to a brighter himrc, 
summoning politicians and public alike to shoulder respfmsibility for 
hard choices and shared sacriilce. 

“The time to taike charge of our future is here/^ Obama declared, 
delivering his 1 Irst address to a joint session of Congress. 

Offering words of reassurance, he declared, 'Tonight I want 
every American to know this: We wiW rebuild, we will recover, and 

the United States of America will 
emerge stronger than before,” 

To deal with the current crisis, 
deepening each day the president 
said more money will be needed 
to rescue troubled banks beyond 
the S700 billion already commit- 
ted last year. He said he knows 
that badout billions for banks arc 
unpopular— “T promise you, I get 
it,” he said— but he also insisted 
that was the only way to get credit 
moving again to households and 
businesses, the lifeblood of the 
American economy 

Thinking longer-term, Obama 
said in a speech lacking many 
specifics and devoid of initiatives 
that both political parries must give 
up favored programs while uniting behind three central campaign 
promises: build better schools, expand health care coverage and move 
the nation to “greener” fuel use, 

Louisiana’s young, charismatic governor, Bobbyjindal, delivering the 
televised GOP response, exhorted fellow Republicans to t>e Obama’s 
“strongest partners” when they agree with him. Bur he signaled that 
won't happen much, calling Democrats in Congress “irresponsible” 
for passing the $787 billion stimulus package that Republicans have 
criticized as excessive and wasteful. 

“Who among us would ask our children for a loan, so we could 
spend money we do not have, on things we do not need?” said Jindal, 
considered a likely presidential contender in 2012.

Reviewina 
the stimulus 

If you’ve missed tlie details of what the $787 billion 
stimulus package means for you, here’s a recap. 

Q. What benefits will I see if I am working? 

A. 'You’ll receive a $400 tax credit if you make less 
than $75,000 (an $800 credit for couples making 
less than $150,000)— and it is slowly phased out if 
you make more. 'You should soon notice $8 to $10 
more a week in your paycheck starting around June. 

Q. Why am I not getting a check directly from 
the IRS, like last year? 

A. Because most people didn’t spend that money 
They saved it— which did little to boost the 
economy 

Q. How soon will I benefit from this? 

A. If you are unemployed and have not already 
received an extension on your benefits, the new 
package provides up to 33 weeks of extended ben- 
efits to workers who have exhausted their regular 
26 weeks of benefits, depending on an individual 
state’s jobless rate. Food stamp benefits also will 
rise 13 percent. 

Q. What happens to my health care if I lose my job? 

A. Health-care coverage after you lose your job typ- 
ically can be extended through COBRA. Under the 
stimulus bill, the government will cover 65 percent 
of the total cost of your health insurance premiums 
for a total of nine months, if you lose or have lost 
your job between Sept, i, 2008, and the end of this 
year. If eligible, you should only be responsible for 
paying 35 percent of your total premium. 

Q. How many jobs will this package create? 

A. The 'White House estimates 3.5 million jobs will 
be created or saved in the next two years as a result 
of the bill. It estimated these jobs on a state-by-state 
basis, with Illinois’ estimate at 148,000 jobs either 
created or saved. The jobs will come through a com- 
bination of new construction projects, business sav- 
ings, and investments in energy and education. 

Q. Are there any advantages for home buyers? 

A. First-time home buyers who purchase their 
homes before Dec. i would be eligible for an $8,000 
tax credit, and people who buy new cars before the 
end of the year can write off the sales taxes. 

Q: What about college students? 

The maximum Pell Grant, which helps the low- 
est-income students attend college, would increase 
from $4,731 currently to $5,350 starting July i 
and $5,550 in 2010 -2011. That would cover three- 
quarters of the average cost of a four-year college 
tuition. An extra 800,000 students, or about 
7 million, would now be eligible for Pell funding. 
Altogether, the package spends an estimated 
$32 billion on higher education.

Group opposes Wrigley concert

A neighborhood group opposes plans by 
the Cubs to hold a record three concerts at 
Wrigley Field in July saying the plans conflict 
with an annual festival and violates an agree- 
ment with Wrigleyville that previously has 
limited the ballpark to two concerts a year.

TomTunney (44th) has asked the team to try 
to work out an agreement with Southport 
Neighbors and is trying to do so. 

Diann Marsalek, president of the Lakeview 
Citizens Council, an umbrella group for 
Wrigleyville neighborhood groups, said 
Summer on Southport might end up draw- 
ing larger crowds if Rascal Flatts concertgo- 
ers first hit the festival, which typically draws 
about 10,000 people over two days. 

Although Lakeview Citizens won’t discuss 
the three concerts until next month, people 
in the area “are very excited about the perfor- 
mances,” Marsalek added. 

Referring to The Police and Jimmy Buffett 
concerts in 2007 and 2005, she praised how 
the Cubs have staged the events and cleaned 
up afterward. “I think the Cubs have been 
very good about the neighborhood protec- 
tions,” she said.

But he’s happy to provide more govern- 
ment transparency 

“We’re serving as a connector between the 
policymakers and the citizens that put them 
in office,” said Phillips, 30. 

“There’s a lot to learn. I don’t have any 
experience in government other than being 
a taxpayer.” 

With social media tools sweeping the 
Internet, politicians can put out their mes- 
sages first, without interference. 

‘A lot of the work we’re doing hasn’t been 
done before” for a president, he said. 

What excites Phillips is the opportunity 
to spread the message of new media to help 
Washington’s career politicians. 

Phillips acknowledges that the White 
House site will draw critics. 

“We’re not the only viewpoint,” he said. 

With social media, one of the challenges 
is allowing your critics to speak, even on the 
Web sites you control. 

Phillips joined the Obama campaign dur- 
ing the general election. 

“I was out in Grant Park the night Obama 
won the election,” he said. 

He had celebratory beers later that night 
and went straight to the office at 8:30 the 
next morning to “turn on change.gov.” That 
site was the forerunner of the rebuilt white 
house.gov.

7 shot during Mardi Gras 


NEW ORLEANS A Mardi Gras parade 
erupted into cliaos on Fat Tuesday 
wlien a series of gunsliots struclc seven 
people, including a toddler. The child was 
not seriously injured, and two suspects were 
in custody, police said. 

The shootings happened near the 
Garden District about 1:40 p.m. Tuesday 
after the last major parade of the celebra- 
tion, Rex, had ended. Hundreds of truck 
floats that follow the parade were passing 
when gunfire broke out. 

“It sounded like a string of fireworks, 
so I knew it was more than one shooter,” 
said Toni Labat, 29, a limousine company 
manager. She was with her two children, a 
2-year-old boy and a 10 -year-old girl. 


“Everybody was petrified. They hit the 
ground, the floats stopped, everybody on 
the floats ducked,” Labat said. 

Police spokesman Bob Young said 
the victims— three men ages 50, 33 and 
20, two young women ages 20 and 17 
and a 15-year-old boy— were taken to 
area hospitals. The conditions of all the 
victims were not immediately available, 
but Young said the toddler was grazed by 
a bullet and not seriously hurt. 

Dr. Jim Parry 41, a surgeon who was with 
a gathering of doctors near the shooting 
site, ran over to tend to one man who he 
said had been shot in the abdomen. “He 
kept asking me, ‘Was I shot? Was I shot?’” 

Paramedics arrived and took over for the 


Air Force reservist. 

“I’m off to Afghanistan this sum- 
mer. Damn, this is more dangerous than 
Afghanistan,” Parry said. 

Two men, 19 -year-old Mark Brooks 
and i8-year-old Louis Lazone, both of 
New Orleans, were each booked with 
seven counts of attempted first-degree 
murder. Brooks also faces a charge of 
possession of a firearm by a convicted 
felon. Young said. It was not immedi- 
ately known if the men had attorneys. 

Three weapons believed used in the 
shooting were recovered, Y^ung said. It 
was not immediately clear whether the 
gunfire was random or if the shooters 
were aiming for the victims or each other.

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Tiger Woods gets back into 
the swing of things in first 
match in eight months

MARANA, Ariz. Tiger Woods pulled into 
the parking lot as sunlight began to filter 
across the desert floor. He ducked into 
the clubhouse to change into golf shoes 
and headed out for a practice round, 
a routine he has followed for a dozen 
years. 

For a moment, it didn’t seem as though 
he had been gone from golf for the last 
eight months recovering from knee surgery 

But there was one change that brought so much satisfaction. 

Standing on the first tee at Dove Mountain, he drew back 
his 3 -wood and sent the ball soaring against the Arizona sky, his 
swing looking just as good as it did that Monday in June at Torrey 
Pines when he won the U.S. Open in a playoff 

Only this time he didn’t wince. He didn’t stoop over and 
clutch his left leg. He didn’t use his club for a cane. 

Nothing hurt. 

“I feel great,” Woods said. “I didn’t think it would feel this 
good before the surgery, or even just after the surgery, because I 
hadn’t known what it’s like to feel this way It’s been so long. So 
to have it feel this healthy and this solid and secure, man, it’s a 
great feeling.” 

Woods does not know what to expect when the Accenture 
Match Play Championship begins Wednesday, mainly because 
there is sure to be rust. 

“I’ve played one tournament in lo months,” Woods said. “I’ve 
simulated tournaments the best I possibly can, but it’s hard to 
get the adrenaline up to where it’s going to be {Wednesday] 
when I play I’m trying to get into the rhythm of the round as 
fast as I possibly can. 

‘And hopefully, it will happen quickly for me.” 

Even if Woods felt like his drive to The Ritz- Carlton Golf 
Club was just like going to the office, it soon was clear this week 
will be different. About 50 photographers were waiting at the 
entrance of the practice range. 

The only other player on the range was Phil Mickelson, who 
was virtually ignored. 

‘As I’m walking to the range. I’ve never seen so many cameras, 
especially that early in the morning,” Mickelson said. 

Woods played alone, followed by swing coach Hank Haney, 
agent Mark Steinberg and spokesman Glenn Greenspan. 

“He looked great,” Haney said. “ ... His knee is not flopping 
all over the place. It’s nice to see him not in pain, not hurt when 
he’s playing.” 

Woods figures he had only 20 percent of his ACL some five 
years ago, none since stepping in a hole while jogging after the 
British Open in 2007. 

“I feel a lot stronger in my left leg,” Woods said. “Both legs have 
been stronger than they ever have been. Stability is something I 
haven’t had in years. So it’s nice to make a swing and not have my 
bones move. ... It’s nice to hit into it for the first time.”

R&B star Ne-Yo sets the record 
straight on writing love songs 
for women about men

Ne-% (born Shaffer Smith) has written No. i hits for 
Beyonce (“Irreplaceable”) and Rihanna (“Take a Bow”), 
as well as tunes for a who’s-who of divas including 
Whitney Houston, Celine Dion, Janet Jackson, MaryJ. 
Blige and, um, Lindsay Lohan. 

But writing songs for women 
can lead to confusion when 
your demos leak and people 
hear you crooning about your 
love for a man. 

Before his latest headlining 
tour, the ever-dapper Ne-Tb, 

29, cleared up a number of 

rumors, including whom he’s currently working with 
and why he’s (still) not gay 

A tape of you singing a song you wrote for a female art- 
ist recently leaked and people thought you were writing 
love songs about boys. What’s the deal? 

Teah, that kinda had me pissed off a little bit. I did 
a song called “Boys” for a female named Jadyn. She’s 
actually my artist and she’s going to come out through 
my management company Now, what I do with these 
songs is I write the song and then I sing a demo of it 
and give it to the person that it’s supposed to go to. 

For whatever reason— pirating or whatever— somebody 
got ahold of the {demo] and they automatically turned 
it into, “Ne-Tb is trying to come out of the closet 
through song.” How could you just automatically forget 
that I write songs for women? I didn’t get that. 

That’s really what you got {to prove]— that I’m gay? 

For real? 

Do you put yourself in the shoes of, say, Whitney Houston 
or Lindsay Lohan and try to imagine what’s going on in 
their lives when you create a song for them? 

Not really When I write for a woman, it’s a matter of 
finding a topic that’s universal, something that a guy 
could say or a woman could say For example, “Take a 
Bow” That’s a story that happened to me. ... I just took 
it and flipped it and put it on Rihanna. 

You performed at a lot of radio station “Summer 
Jam”-type shows around the country last summer and 
upstaged all the rappers with their DJs because you had 
a full band, dancers and fine tailoring. Is this what you 
bring to your own tour as well? 

Oh, yeah, absolutely I have painted myself into a corner 


in a good way People now expect that from me, 
which is not a bad thing at all because I feel that I’m 
at a level where I can’t give them anything less. They’re 
gonna expect a very nice, very tailored, very expensive 
suit. They’re gonna expect a 12-piece band, four to six 
dancers, and that’s what I’m gonna give them because 
that’s what a Ne-Tb show is. 

Have you always had that “gentleman” notion? Were you 
a little kid wanting to wear a suit? 

Not necessarily suits. When I was little, well not 
little— when I was 16 , 1 wanted to be Sammy Davis Jr. 

I was that heavy into the Rat Pack and what they were 
doing. 

Would you call Sammy your main style icon? 

Definitely If not him, the entire Rat Pack and that 
era, absolutely There’s just something about a suit that 


makes people look at you a little different. 

Rumors indicate that you’re collaborating with everyone 
from Marilyn Manson to Michael Jackson. Can you clarify 
what you’re actually doing?

New dance fitness craze adds Latin flavor to working out 


By Susan Campbell 

We iirc five minutes into class when I reiilize that my feet do 
not appear to be attached to my brain. 

My brain wants so badly to follow the lead of the instruc- 
tors of my first-ever Zumba fitness class, but my feet want to 
march stiffly in place. I am pretty sure what I am doing is not 
Zumba-quality work. 

No matter. All around me, women (it's all women in this 
class, although this is emphatically not a gender-specific work- 
out) are moving and smiling and looking like they’ve been 
doing this forever— which is impossible, because Zumba has 
been in this country slightly more than lo years. 

Zumba is (pronounced ZOOM-buh) a dance/exercise regi- 
men done to a mix of Latin and international music. The exu- 
berant dance workout has gained wide popularity in Chicago, 
on both coasts and in China, Italy and Spain. 

And everywhere, its slog«m is: “Ditch the w'orkout, join the 
parry.” 

Make that the “sw^eaty party.” By some counts, reasonably 
committed participants can burn 500 calories in an hourlong 
class, said Danielle Rich, a Zumba instructor in Hartford, 


Conn. She has been teaching since October. 

“I’m a diincer, so I was thinking, ‘I don’t rciilly know if I’m 
going to like this/ but I really like the dance-fitness thing,” 
Rich said. “I think a lot of people feel sill^^ at first, but that’s 
what makes people smile. I love watching the looks on the 
faces of the people in class. That’s w’^hat makes the class for 
me. I know they’re having a good time.” 

Participants forget they’re working out. Zumba, a 
Colombian expression for moving fast and having fim, invites 
participants to move at their owm pace. 

The w^orkout method was born of desperation in the mid- 
1990s w^hen founder and fitness instructor Alberto “Beto” 
Perez arrived at an aerobics class in his native Colombia 
without his music. Instead, he rooted around in his car and 
played for his class the I-atin music he found there, and he 
improvised energetic steps inspired by salsa, merengue, reg- 
gaeton and hip-hop. As Zumba’s popularity grew, more work 
came Perez’s way, including choreographing some dances for 
“I lips Don’t Lie” singer Shakira. 

Perez brought the workout to the U.S, in 1999 and launched 
it wnth a series of videos and infomercials. Today, Zumba has
